Sought by the 
Gestapo because of her activi- 
ties in helping the Jews and 
helping to edit an underground 
paper, she went into hiding for 
a time. She then became a re- 
sponsible courier, carrying mili- 
tary and political information 
into neutral and allied countries. 
In March, 1944, she was ‘arrested 
by the Gestapo in Belgium. After 
months of interrogation, she was 
condemned to’ death for espio- 
nage. Her execution was stayed 
and she was transferred to Ger- 
many and confined to various 
concentration camps until liber- 
ation came in May, 1945. 

As a student, Miss Roosenburg 
was active in several student so- 
cities. She is a member of  Inter- 
national Student Service and isin

There’s a possibility for the 
construction of a huge industry 
at the Salinas Junior College. 
This industry would concern it- 
self with the making of cigarettes 
from the multitudinous barrels 
of cigarette “butts” lying on the 
grass and the sidewalks directly 
opposite the north-side entrance 
of the junior college.

Historical Data Accumulated 
Reveals Both Whiskerino And 


Ribbonero Tradit 
WHISKERINO 


Whiskerino is an old tradition 
at Salinas Junior College. Dur- 
ing Whiskerino, all J.C. fellows 
must grow beards, or try to grow 
beards. 

It is also part of the tradition 
to have the Frosh men dig a mud 
hole, and those who shave or 
do not please their upperclds- 
men during Whiskerino are tossed 
into the mud. 

As the days go by, the whis- 
kers presumably become darker 
and longer. Fuzz checkers have 
usually been Block “S” men. A 
shower of perfume has in past 
years been one of the penalties 
for not obeying Whiskerino law, 
paragraph 5, section 8, volume I: 
“Thou shalt not shave.” In 1940, 
permits to shave were purchased 
for 25 cents and a good excuse. 

Whiskerino and Ribbonero have 
usually been terminated by a 
field day, Men’s Club supper, and 
a dance or party to include the 
Ribbonero girls. Field day in- 
cludes sack races, wheelbarrow 
races, the famous “mud brawl,” 
and a tug-of-war, with the teams 
starting on opposite sides of the 
mud hole. 

The beards have been judged 
at a supper in the men’s gym. 
Faculty members act as judges, 
selecting the longest, blackest, 
mangiest and screwiest beards.

The women, not to be outdone 
by the men, started Ribbonero. 
Every S.J.C. lass must wear a 
ribbon not less than three inches 
wide. Until 1940, the ribbon had 
to measure only two inches in 
width, and Whiskerino and Rib- 
bonero lasted only three weeks 
instead of four. 

Stress has always been made 
on size, originality, and beauty 
of the ribbons. Usually a check- 
ing committee chosen from the 
U.G.C. measure the ribbons. If 
they. do not meet the standard 
measurement, the punishment has 
been to tie the lawbreaker’s hair 
in rags, and either to smear her 
face with lipstick or remove the 
make-up entirely. 

A surprising number of .unu- 
sual hair styles are revealed with 
the huge bows. The bows are 
made from anything from cello- 
phane to dress ruffling, and are 
really very pretty. Prizes similar 
to those of the Whiskerino con- 
test are given to the wearers of 
the prettiest, most original, and 


Prizes have included such arti- 
cles as zipper binders, Panther 
pennants, and, school stationery.

Appearing on the Legion ros- 
ter are the names of such ex-

Ed Garnero was a mainstay in 
the Panther backfield of the 1942 
team; Ed is the older brother of 
Frank and Chet Garnero who are 
members of this year’s team.
